ARTHUR  COOK  (H.  T.)  (S.  McGredy  & Son,  1924.)— Bud 
large,  long-pointed;  flower  very  large,  extremely  double, 
very  lasting;  deep  velvety  crimson  with  a beautiful  sheen; 
long  stem;  strong  fragrance.  Foliage  abundant.  Vigorous, 
upright,  bushy,  2)^  to  3 feet  high,  compact;  abundant, 
continuous  bloomer.  Certificate  of  Merit,  National  Rose 
Society  of  England,  1923. 

ARTHUR  R.  GOODWIN  (Pernet  Ducher,  1909.)  (Per.)— 
This  is  a genuine  “Pernetiana,”and  is  perfectly  hardy  every- 
where. Color  is  coppery  orange-red,  passing  to  salmon- 
pink  as  the  flowers  expand.  A superb  combination  of  color. 

BRIARCLIFF  (H.  T.)  (Briarcliff  Greenhouses,  1925.) — 
Sport  of  Columbia.  Type  Columbia.  Bud  one-third 
longer  than  Columbia,  very  large,  long-pointed;  flower  4 Yi 
inches  across,  high  center,  lasting,  moderate  fragrance, 
deep  rose-pink  at  center,  passing  to  lighter  on  outer  petals, 
with  a touch  of  citron-green  at  base,  borne  singly  on  long, 
strong  stem. 

CHASTITY  (H.  T.)  (F.  Cant  & Co.,  1924.)— Type,  Mme. 
Alfred  Carnere.  Bud  medium  size,  long-pointed;  flower 
medium  size,  double,  high  center,  very  lasting,  fragrant 
pure  white  shading  to  lemon  at  base,  borne  several  to- 
gether, on  medium-length  stem.  Foliage  sufficient, 
medium  size,  light  green,  glossy.  Few  thorns.  Vigorous 
grower,  climbing  dwarf  habit,  blooms  freely  from  May  to 
July.  Very  hardy.  Cory  Cup  and  Certificate  of  Merit, 
N.  R.  S.,  1923;  Award  of  Merit,  R.  H.  S.,  1923. 

CITY  OF  LITTLE  ROCK  (H.  T.)  (E.  C.  Hill  Co.,  Intro- 
duced by  Vestal  & Son,  1924.) — Type,  Premier.  Bud, 
medium  size,  long-pointed;  flower  medium  size,  semi- 
double, open,  lasting,  fragrant,  hydrangea  pink,  borne 
singly  on  medium  long  stem. 

DIXIE  (H.  T.)  (W.  R.  Gray,  1925.)— Sport  of  Radiance, 
but  more  double.  Bud  large;  flower  large,  cupped,  very 
lasting,  strong  fragrance,  salmon-pink.  Resembles  Mrs. 
Chas.  Bell,  but  more  double,  deeper  salmon,  more  cupped. 

DORIS  TRAYLER  (H.  T.)  (S.  McGredy  & Son,  19240- 
Type,  a very  large  Killarney.  Bud  large  long  pointed 
orange-cadmium;  flower  large,  double,  high-centered, 
lasting;  deep  amber-yellow  which  does  not  fade,  reverse 
flushed  crimson  and  deep  orange  moderately  fragrant. 
Vigorous,  bushy,  dwarf  (2  feet),  compact;  profuse  and 
continuous  bloomer  from  May  to  October.  Hardy. 

FELICITY  (H.  TO  (Clarke  Bros.,  1919.)  (Ophelia  X 
Hoosier  Beauty.)^-Bud  long-pointed,  _ flower  large  (varies 
from  52  petals  early  in  season  to  61  in  September)^  very 
fragrant.  Color  rose-pink,  silvery  suffusion.  Foliage 
dark  green.  Upright,  strong-branching  habit;  very  free- 
flowering;  produced  155  blooms  outdoors. 

F.  J.  GROOTENDORST,  (H.  Rug.)  (F.  J.  Grootendorst  & 
Sons,  1920;  disseminated  in  U.  S.  by  A.  N.  Pierson,  Inc., 
1920.)— Rosa  Rugosa  Rubra  X Baby  Rambler.  Type, 
Rugosa  foliage,  Polyantha  flowers.  Bud  small,  ovoid; 
flower  small,  open,  double,  borne  in  clusters  on  average 
length  stems;  very  lasting;  slight  fragrance.  _ Color  bright 
red,  edges  of  petals  serrated  like  a carnation.  Foliage 
sufficient,  small,  leathery,  wrinkled,  dark  green;  disease 
resistant.  Vigorous  grower  of  bushy  habit,  bearing  a 
profusion  of  bloom  from  June  to  October.  Very  hardy. 

FRED  J.  HARRISON  (H.  T.)  (A.  Dickson  & Sons,  1924.)— 
Bud  medium  size,  long-pointed;  flower  large,  full,  double, 
globular,  lasting;  cardinal-red,  black  blotches  on  edges; 
borne  singly;  very  fragrant.  Foliage  mildews  slightly. 
Vigorous,  upright,  bushy;  abundant  and  continuous 
bloomer  from  July  to  October.  Hardy.  Gold  Medal. 
National  Rose  Society  of  England,  1923. 

GEORGE  H.  MACKERETH  (H.  T.)  (A.  Dickson  & 
Sons,  1924.) — Type,  Horace  Vernet  in  color  and  shape  of 
bloom  only.  Bud  very  large,  long-pointed;  flower  very 
large,  double,  full,  high-centered,  lasting;  velvety  red, 
shaded  dark  crimson;  borne  singly;  very  fragrant.  Vigor- 
ous, upright;  abundant  and  continuous  bloomer.  Hardy. 
Certificate  of  Merit,  National  Rose  Society  of  England  1923. 

GLORIO  (H.  T.)  (Vestal,  1923.) — Color,  scarlet-cerise 
with  yellow  lustre.  Bud  and  flower  large,  double,  lasting. 
Strong  stem.  Foliage,  dark  green,  leathery,  disease  re- 
sistant. Free  bloomer. 

GWYNNE  CARR  (H.  T.)  (Alex.  Dickson  & Sons.)— A 
very  vigorous  rose  of  upright  growth,  the  blooms  of  which 
open  rather  flatfish,  but  are  delightfully  fragrant.  The 
color  is  a pale  shell-pink,  which  has  a tendency  to  fade 
as  the  blooms  age.  Very  free  flowering;  it  should  prove 
an  excellent  garden  variety.  In  commerce. 

HENRY  NEVARD  (H.  T.)  (F.  Cant  & Co.,  1924.)— Type 
Captain  Hayward.  Bud  very  large,  ovoid;  flower  very 
large,  very  double,  full,  very  lasting,  strong  fragrance, 
crimson-scarlet,  borne  singly  on  long  stem.  Foliage 
abundant,  large,  dark  green,  leathery.  Many  thorns. 
Vigorous,  bushy,  compact;  continuous  bloomer  from  May 
to  December, 


HONEYMOON  (H.  T.)— Ophelia  X Sunburst.  Bud 

medium  size,  long-pointed;  flower  large,  open,  semi- 
double (26  petals);  lasting;  clear  chrome  yellow;  borne 
singly  on  medium  length  stems;  strong  fragrance.  Foliage 
abundant,  large,  leathery,  dark  green,  disease  resistant. 
Few  thorns.  Vigorous,  bushy,  compact;  abundant  and 
continuous  bloomer;  hardy. 

HUGONIS  (Rosa  Hugonis) — Single,  yellow  and  fragrant. 
A natural  species.  (The  golden  rose  of  China.) 

HORTULANUS  BUDDE  (Per.)  (From  Holland)— Color, 
dark  red  of  fine  shade.  Blooms  in  great  profusion  through- 
out the  summer;  semi-double;  just  what  Rose  gardeners 
greatly  desire. 

IMPERIAL  POTENTATE  (H.  T.)  (Ophelia  X Hoosier 
Beauty.) — Type,  Ophelia.  Bud  large,  ovoid;  flower  large, 
double,  high  center,  lasting,  fragrant,  dark  rose-pink, 
slightly  lighter,  on  reverse  of  petals,  borne  singly  on  long, 
strong  stems.  Foliage  sufficient,  medium  size,  dark  green, 
leathery.  Few  thorns.  Vigorous  upright  grower;  abun- 
dant, continuous  bloomer  June  to  October.  Gold  Medal, 
of  City  of  Portland,  1922;  Silver  Medal,  A.  R.  S.,  1922. 
Silver  Trophy  Portland  Chamber  of  Commerce,  1922. 

INDEPENDENCE  DAY  (H.  T.)  (Bees,  Ltd.,  1919.)— Mme. 
Edouard  Herriot  X Souv.  de  Gustave  Prat.  Bright  apricot 
buds,  opening  into  sweetly  scented  flowers  of  a somewhat 
lighter  shade,  on  strong  upright  stems.  The  leathery, 
glossy  foliage  is  disease-resistant. 

JOHN'  RUSSELL  (H.  T.)  (Dobbie  & Co.)— A very  fine 
dark  crimson  rose  with  blooms  of  a good  shape  and  stiff, 
strong  petals.  The  plant  exhibited  was  of  vigorous  growth 
and  free  of  mildew.  An  ideal  rose  for  exhibition  and 
garden  purposes,  its  only  fault  being  its  lack  of  fragrance. 
Mr.  Easlea,  who  saw  it  growing  in  the  raiser’s  nursery, 
tells  me  it  is  quite  one  of  the  best  roses  of  recent  years. 
Received  Gold  Medal  at  Bagatelle,  1924.  In  commerce. 

JOSEPHINE  VESTAL  (H.  T.)— A Rose  of  attractive 
coloring.  Color  is  so  difficult  to  describe  that  any  descrip- 
tion can  only  be  a partial  one,  and  gives  but  a faint  idea 
of  the  superb  beauty  and  richness  of  the  shades.  It  might 
be  described  as  salmon-flesh,  tinted  rose,  with  a touch  of 
yellow  at  the  base.  Buds  of  unusual  attractiveness, 
opening  full  and  double,  like  the  old  Malmaison  but  de- 
cidedly brighter;  unusually  long  and  beautifully  pointed 
with  petals  of  wonderful  depth  and  substance,  retaining 
their  shape  longer  than  most  roses.  Variety  is  of  fine 
branching  habit  and  ideal  growth,  a beautiful  and  most 
bushy  Rose.  Its  fragrance  fills  the  room  with  a delicate 
pure  rose  perfume.  It  ranks  one  of  the  best  of  the  garden 
Roses,  Habit  excellent,  growth  strong,  and  almost  thorn- 
less, produces  flowers  on  long  stems,  well  up  above  the 
foliage  and  in  great  profusion  all  summer.  Hardy  in  al- 
most all  localities.  Grand  for  outdoors. 

J USTI N A (IT.  T.) — A new  seedling  rose  of  surpassing  beauty, 
has  a very  large  long  pointed  bud,  petals  recurving  on  the 
opening  flowers,  color  a beautiful  salmon-pink,  tinted 
apricot  and  gold,  delightfully  fragrant.  Habit  erect  with 
bronzy-green  foliage  and  a very  strong  vigorous  grower. 
It  might  well  be  described  as  a glorified  Madame  Butterfly 
but  more  highly  colored. 

LADY  DIXON-HARTLAND  (H.  T.)  (B.  R.  Cant  & Sons, 
1923.) — Bud  long-pointed;  flower  opens  well,  high  center, 
fragrant,  deepest  salmon  at  center  shading  to  pale  pink 
on  outer  petals.  Foliage  sufficient.  Vigorous,  upright; 
abundant,  continuous  bloomer. 

LA  CHAMPAGNE  (H.  T.)  (Barbier  & Co.,  1919.)— A 
meritorious  and  distinct  variety  of  strong,  robust  habit, 
with  large,  long  buds  of  beautiful  shape,  which  develop 
into  good  full  blooms;  color,  bright  chamois,  shading  to 
yellow  with  apricot  at  center  and  peach-blossom  reflex 
and  yellow  base. 

LORD'  CHARLEMONT  (H.  T.)  (S.  McGredy  & Son, 
1922.) — Bud  very  long-pointed;  flower  large,  full,  high 
centered,  perfectly  shaped;  clear  crimson,  deepening  to 
carmine-crimson;  strong  fragrance.  Vigorous;  free 
bloomer. 

LUCIE  NICHOLAS  MEYER  (H.  T.)  (Gillot,  1922.)— 
Jonkheer  J.  L.  Mock  X unnamed  seedling.  Type,  Jonk- 
heer  J.  L.  Mock.  Bud  large,  ovoid;  flower  large,  double, 
globular,  very  lasting;  dark  pink,  lighter  at  the  edges; 
borne,  singly  and  severally,  on  strong  stem;  moderate  frag- 
rance. Foliage  glossy  green,  disease  resistant.  Few  thorns. 
Vigorous,  bushy;  blooms  continuously;  tips  freeze. 

MADAME  ALEXANDRE  DREUX  (Per.)  (H.  T.  and  Per- 
netiana  Blood) — -The  sensation  of  the  year  as  a forcing 
variety.  The  raiser  says,  “Most  beautiful  yellow  rose  in 
existence.”  Color,  deep  orange,  very  brilliant,  and  with 
bunches  of  bright  gold  and  a light  suffusion  of  pink  at 
times.  Bud,  long,  slender  and  pointed,  opening  into  a 
flower  of  beautiful  form,  held  upright  on  a long  stiff,  stem, 
good  foliage  beautifully  arranged,  bloom  medium  size.

MABEL  TURNER  (H.  T.)  (Hugh  Dickson.)  A fairly  vig- 
ous  rose,  with  well-shaped  faintly  scented  blooms,  carried 
on  long,  stiff  stems.  The  color  is  a bright  pink,,  shaded 
white,  reminding  one  of  the  old  rose  “La  France.”  Foli- 
age olive-green  and  fairly  free  of  mildew.  It  should  be 
useful  as  a bedding  variety. 

M M E.  MERC1ER  MOLIN  (H.  T.)  (Schwartz,  1921.) 
Comte  G.  de  Rochemur  X Liberty.  Bud  long-pointed; 
flower  large,  full;  fiery  red  tinted  with  crimson,  edges  of 
petals  slightly  tinted  with  rose-pink;  borne  on  long,  strong 
stem;  sweet  fragrance.  Vigorous  very  free  bloomer. 

MRS.  WARREN  E.  LENON  (Ii.  T.)  (E.  G.  Hill  Co.,  intro, 
by  Vestal  & Son,  1924.) — Hoosier  Beauty  X Premier. 
Type,  Premier.  Bud  large,  long  pointed;  flower  large, 
semi-double,  globular,  lasting,  very  fragrant,  carmine- 
crimson,  borne  singly  on  medium-long  stem.  Foliage 
sufficient,  large.  Few  thorns.  Vigorous;  abundant,  con- 
tinuous bloomer.  Gold  Medal,  Portland  International 
Rose  Show,  1924. 

MRS.  C.  W.  EDWARDS  (H.  T.)  (S.  McGredy  & Son,  1924.) 
— Type,  Mme.  Caroline  Testout.  Bud  large,  long-pointed; 
flower  very  large,  double,  high  centered;  pure  crimson- 
carmine,  yellow  base,  on  the  outside  of  the  petals  the 
yellow  bases  run  into  veinings  of  yellow;  moderate  fra- 
grance. Very  vigorous,  upright,  bushy,  compact,  2 Y<i  to 
3 feet  high;  profuse  and  continuous  bloomer.  Hardy. 

MARCIA  STANHOPE  (H.  T.)  (Lilley,  1922.)— Seedling 
from  Frau  Karl  Druschki.  Bud  large,  globular,  streaked 
slightly  with  carmine;  bloom  large,  double,  globular  very 
lasting;  pure  white,  strong  fragrance.  Foliage  disease- 
resistant.  Vigorous,  upright;  compact,  2 feet  high;  pro- 
fuse and  continuous  bloomer.  Hardy. 

MATCHLESS  (H.  T.)  (Duckham-Pierson  Co.,  1926.)— 
Seedling  from  Premier.  Bud  very  large,  long-pointed, 
deep  cerise-pink;  flower  immense,  full,  very  double,  in- 
tensely strong  fragrance,  lasting  well,  uniform  cerise- 
pink,  borne  singly  on  long  strong  stem.  Foliage  abundant 
leathery,  glossy,  normal  green,  large.  Growth  very  vig- 
orous, upright  bushy;  habit  about  the  same  as  Premier; 
profuse,  continuous  bloomer. 

MRS.  WILLIAM  C.  EGAN  (Per.) — An  extremely  vigorous 
strong  healthy  grower,  with  long,  pointed  buds  of  abso- 
lutely perfect  form  which  develop  into  flowers  of  good 
shape.  In  color,  it  is  a two-tone  pink,  the  reverse  of  the 
petals  a soft  light  pink,  the  interior  deep  flesh  color  with 
a golden  line  at  the  base  of  the  petals;  the  flowers  are. 
carried  on  long  stiff  stems,  and  last  in  good  condition  for 
an  unusually  long  time,  either  cut  or  on  the  plant;  an 
exceptionally  free  and  continuous  bloomer. 

NEW  COLUMBIA  (H.  T.)  (E.  G.  Hill  Co..  1924.)— Sport 
of  Columbia.  Flower  true  pink,  deepening  to  glowing 
pink — a little  lighter  than  Columbia,  with  outer  petals 
reflexed,  allowing  the  bud  to  open  better.  All  other 
characteristics  like  Columbia.  (Introducer  claims  it  is 
identical  with  Silver  Columbia.) 

NILES  COCHET  (The  True  Red  Cochet.) — Red  changing 
to  deep  rose. 

PREMIER  (H.  T.)  (E.  G.  Hill  Co.,  1918.)— Rich  dark  pink 
flowers  of  full  size,  fine  form,  and  pleasing  fragrance, 
borne  singly  on  stiff,  thornless  stems  arising  from  a vig- 
orous and  robust  plant. 

RED  PREMIER  (H.  T.) — Sport  of  Premier.  Bud  large, 
pointed;  flower  large  to  medium,  double,  full,  high-cent- 
ered; bright  carmine;  borne  singly  on  strong  stems  of 
medium  length;  very  fragrant.  Foliage  abundant,  large 
leathery  rich  green;  disease-resistant.  Vigorous;  profuse 
bloomer. 

REV.  F.  PAGE  ROBERTS  (H.  T.)  (B.  R.  Cant  & Son.)— 
A fine  rose  of  a vigorous  habit,  with  good  shaped  blooms, 
which  are  carried  erect  on  long  stiff  stems,  and  are  very 
sweetly  scented.  The  color  is  an  orange-yellow,  becom- 
ing lighter  at  the  edges  of  the  petals.  It  is  an  excellent 
exhibition  and  garden  rose. 

REIMS  (Per.)  (Barbier  & Co.,  1924.) — Bud  long-pointed; 
flower  very  large,  flesh-pink,  shaded  apricot  and  coppery- 
orange;  petals  sometimes  imbricated. 

RICHARD  E.  WEST  (H.  T.)  (A  Dickson  & Sons,  1924.)— 
Bud  large,  long-pointed;  flower  large,  double,  full,  last- 
ing; dear  yellow  self;  very  fragrant.  Foliage  disease 
resistant.  Very  vigorous,  upright,  bushy;  free  and  con- 
tinuous bloomer.  Hardy.  Certificate  of  Merit,  National 
Rose  Society,  1923. 

ROSELANDIA  (H.  T.)  (W.  Stevens,  Ltd.,  1924.)— Sport  of 
Golden  Ophelia.  Flower  larger  than  parent  and  deeper 
in  color  with  high-pointed  center,  every  bloom  coming 
perfect,  borne  singly;  fruity- fragrance;  free. 


ROYAL  RED  (H.  T.)  (E.  G.  Hill  Co.) — A vigorous  grower 
large  foliage  and  good  bloom  of  intense  glowing  crimson. 
The  buds  are  large,  well  formed  and  the  fragrance  is 
delightful. 

SHOT  SILK  (Per.)  (A.  Dickson  & Sons,  1924.) — Bud, 
medium  size,  ovoid;  flower  medium  size,  double,  full,  high- 
centered,  lasting;  cherry-cerise,  shot  with  golden  yellow; 
very  fragrant.  Foliage  disease-resistant.  Vigorous,  up- 
right, bushy;  profuse  and  continuous  bloomer.  Hardy. 
Gold  Medal,  National  Rose  Society,  1923. 

SENSATION  (The  Jos.  H.  Hill  Co.) — Premier  X Hoosier 
Beauty.  As  large  and  more  prolific  than  Premier.  Well 
supplied  with  a heavy  luxuriant  foliage.  The  flowers  are 
fine  any  season  of  the  year.  The  color  is  an  entrancing 
shade  of  red.  The  bud  long-pointed  and  the  open  flower 
beautiful,  with  extreme  size  and  good  color  to  the  last. 
The  stems  are  long-jointed  and  strong,  with  ample  foliage. 
A good  keeper  and  shipper.  Properly  grown,  it  will  pro- 
duce more  dollars  per  square  foot  of  space  than  any  other 
rose  of  today.

Bud,  very  large,  long- 
pointed;  flower  very  large,  high-centered,  very  double, 
strongly  fragrant,  long  lasting,  brilliant  scarlet;  borne 
singly  on  medium  length,  strong  stems.  Foliage,  abundant, 
dark  green,  glossy,  large,  resistant  to  disease.  Growth, 
very  vigorous,  bushy,  blooms  abundantly  and  continuously. 

SOUVENIR  DE  H.  A.  VERSCHUREN  (H.  T.)  (Vers- 
churen,  1922.) — Golden  Ophelia  X unnamed  Sunburst 
seedling.  Bud  very  long-pointed,  opens  well;  flower  very 
large,  full,  perfectly  formed;  cadmium  yellow  passing  to 
orange-yellow;  borne  singly  on  long  stem;  moderate  fra- 
grance. Foliage  disease  resistant.  Vigorous,  bushy;  pro- 
fuse bloomer.  Gold  Medal  and  Prize  of  Honor  from 
Queen  of  Holland  at  International  Exposition  of  Rotter- 
dam; Gold  Medal  at  Spa. 

TEMPLAR  (H.  T.)  (Montgomery  Co.,  intro,  by  A.  N. 
Pierson,  1924.) — Bud  medium  size,  globular;  flower 
medium  size,  double  globular,  very  lasting.  Vigorous,  up- 
right, abundant  and  continuous  bloomer.  A new  forcing 
Rose  which  is  making  its  way  into  the  garden.  Clear 
bright  red,  of  exceeding  double  form  and  with  fine  strong 
stems.  Few  thorns.  Strongly  perfumed. 

THERESE  ZEIMET-LAMBERT  (H.  T.)  (Lambert,  1922.) 
— Richmond  X Mrs.  Aaron  Ward.  Type,  Killarney. 
Bud  large,  long-pointed;  flower  large,  full,  double,  high- 
centered;  deep  rose,  with  yellow  ground,  orange  base; 
borne  singly,  on  long  stem;  strong  fragrance.  Foliage, 
bronze  green,  disease  resistant.  Few  thorns.  Vigorous 
upright;  intermittent  bloomer,  hardy. 

UNA  WALLACE  (H.  T.)  (S.  McGredy  & Son,  1921.)— A. 
fine  rose  of  vigorous,  upright  growth.  The  blooms,  which 
are  well  formed,  and  sweetly  scented  are  carried  on  long 
stiff  stems.  A rose  we  all  want,  and  one  that  will  show 
up  well  under  artificial  light.  It  will  prove  invaluable 
both  for  exhibition  and  garden  alike.  This  Rose  has 
created  quite  a sensation.  The  color  is  quite  distinct  from 
any  other  Rose,  a beautiful  soft,  even  toned  cherry-rose 
without  shading.  In  depth,  formation  and  substance  it 
is  faultless,  every  bloom  coming  perfect,  and  quite  full.

Foliage 
sufficient,  rich  green.  Few  thorns.  Vigorous;  abundant, 
continuous  bloomer. 

W.  FREELAND  KENDRICK  (Originally  called  Bloomfield 
Endurance.)  (H.  T.)  (Bobbink  & Atkins,  1920.) — Aviateur 
Bleriot  X Mme.  Caroline  Testout.  Type,  La  France. 
Bud  medium  size,  ovoid,  flesh- white;  flower,  large,  slightly 
globular,  very  double,  full,  very  lasting,  fragrant,  flesh 
deepening  to  peach  in  center,  borne  singly  and  s.everal 
together  on  medium  length,  strong  stem.  Foliage,  abund- 
ant, medium  size,  dark  bronzy  green,  leathery,  glossy, 
very  disease  resistant.  Very  vigorous,  semi-climber  (5  ft. 
in  Pa.)  one  profuse  continuous  bloomer  (189  blooms,  in 
Portland)  from  May  to  November.  Very  hardy.  Silver 
Medal,  Portland,  1919. 

WILHELM  KORDES  (Per.)  (Kordes,  1922.)— Gorgeous  X 
Adolph  Koshel.  Bud  large,  long-pointed;  flower  large, 
double,  full,  high-centered,  very  lasting;  golden  yellow, 
with  coppery  yellow  at  edges  and  on  petals  exposed  to 
the  sun;  borne  singly  on  long  strong  stems;  strong  fra- 
grance, like  ripe  apples.  Foliage  sufficient,  medium  size, 
leathery,  glossy,  disease-resistant.  Vigorous,  upright, 
bushy;  abundant  and  continuous  bloomer. 
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AMERICAN  LEGION  (H.  T.)—  Bud,  well  shaped,  globu- 
lar; flower  large,  full,  lasting,  cerise-red  throughout; 
fragrant;  foliage  large,  glossy  reddish  green. 

ANNIE  LAURIE  (H.  T.)  (Stuppy  Floral  Co.)— Sport  of 
Ophelia.  Type,  Mad.  Butterfly.  Bud  large,  long  pointed; 
flower  large,  cupped,  very  double  (forty  petals), very 
lasting;  flesh  pink;  edges  deeper,  golden  yellow  base. 
Borne  on  long  strong  stem.  Foliage  abundant,  large  rich 
glossy  green,  disease  resistant.  Few  thorns.  Very  vigorous, 
upright,  bushy.  Profuse  and  continuous  bloomer. 

ANTOINE  RIVOIRE  (Pernet  Ducher,  1898.)— Called  by 
the  trade  Mrs.  Taft.  Rosy-flesh  on  yellow  ground.  Forces. 

BESSIE  BROWN  (Alex.  Dickson,  1899.)— Creamy-white 
flowers;  sweetly  scented. 

CHAMPION  OF  THE  WORLD  (Woodhouse  Bourbon 
1894.) — Clear  bright  pink,  always  in  bloom.  Much  larger 
flower  than  Hermosa. 

CHARLES  K.  DOUGLAS  (H.  T.)— Bud  large,  long 
pointed;  flower  large,  full,  double,  sweet  fragrance;  color, 
intense  flaming  scarlet,  flushed  bright  velvety  crimson. 
Foliage  dark  green;  disease  resistant;  vigorous,  upright 
grower;  produces  an  abundance  of  blooms  from  June  to 
October. 

CHARMER  (H.  T.) — Silvery  pink,  with  long  pointed  buds, 
good  strong  stems. 

COL.  OSWALD  FITZGERALD  (H.  T.)— A brilliant 
Rose.  Its  blood  red  velvety-crimson  beautifully  finished 
blooms  are  produced  in  great  profusion  on  erect  stems; 
branching;  pure  tea  perfume.  We  have  no  hesitation 
whatever  in  describing  this  variety  as  excellent. 

COLONEL  R.  S.  WILLIAMSON  (Alex.  Dickson,  1907.)— 
Color  satiny-white  with  deep  blush  center;  blooms  large.

COMTESSE  _ DE  CASSAGNE  (H.  T.)— Flowers  of  vary- 
ing color;  rich  coppery-pink  shaded  clear  rose;  sometimes 
comes  pure  yellow;  very  large,  form  very  fine;  growth 
vigorous;  fragrant. 

CRIMSON  QUEEN— Strong,  upright  grower,  flowers  large 
and  full.  Color  a rich,  bright  velvety  crimson.  A grand 
garden  Rose,  always  in  bloom. 

CRUSADER  (H.  T.)  (Montgomery,  1920.) — A big,  strong 
growing  variety,  robust  and  rugged  in  every  characteris- 
tic; the  growth  is  heavy  and  the  flower  stems  strong  and 
heavy.  It  is  free  flowering,  and  the  blooms  are  big  and 
double,  and  in  color  a rich  velvety  crimson.

A great  forcing 
Rose. 

DUCHESS  OF  WELLINGTON  (Alex.  Dickson,  1909.)— 
Intense  saffron-yellow,  stained  with  rich  crimson. 

EARL  GRAY  (Double  Richmond)  (H.  T.) — A beautiful 
rich  crimson  scarlet;  lovely  pointed  form;  not  a large  Rose, 
but  of  medium  size. 

EARL  HAIG  (H.  T.)  (Alex.  Dickson  & Sons)— This  rose 
reminds  you  of  Earl  of  Dufferin,  the  color,  dark  crimson, 
being  almost  identical  with  that  old  rose  when  seen  at  its 
best.  The  growth  however,  is  sturdy  and  upright;  the 
blooms  are  well  formed,  sweetly  scented. 

EDEL  (H.  T.) — Type,  Florence  Forrester;  bud  very  large; 
flower  very  large,  double,  well  built,  stately;  opens  well 
in  all  weather;  sweet  fragrance.  Color,  white,  with  the 
faintest  ivory  shading  toward  base,  passing  to  pure  white. 
Foliage  bold  and  distinct.  Very  vigorous  grower;  free 
bloomer. 

ETOILE  DE  FRANCE  (Pernet  Ducher,  1905.)— Color  a 
lovely  shade  of  clear,  red-crimson  velvet;  very  fragrant. 


ELSIE  BECKWITH  (H.  T.)  (G.  Beckwith  & Son.)— This 
is  a very  fine  seedling  (from  Ophelia  & Mevronw  Dora  van 
Tets)  of  a vigorous,  upright  habit  of  growth.  The  very 
sweetly  scented  blooms,  with  large  bold  stiff  petals,  are 
produced  on  strong  stems.  Not  liable  to  damage  by  rain. 
Color  a rich  glowing  rosy  pink.  Foliage  dark  green, 
shaded  red;  wood  dark  red;  very  handsome.  Not  liable 
to  mildew. 

ETOILE  DE  HOLLAND  (H.  T.)  (H.  A.  Verschuren  & 
Zonen,  1919.)— Flower  bright,  dark  red,  of  medium  size, 
fairly  full;  deliciously  perfumed.  Growth  vigorous,  up- 
right. A cross  between  General  McArthur  and  Hadley. 
A rose  of  great  future. 

ETiNCELANTE  (C.) — Bright  brilliant  red,  large,  full  and 
of  fine  form,  opening  into  an  enormous  bouquet  of  frag- 
rance. 

EUGENE  E.  MARLITT  (Geschwindt,  1900.)— This  Rose 
is  sailing  under  the  name  of  “Madame  Eugene  Marlitt.’ 
It  is  a grand  garden  Rose,  none  better;  being  exceptionally 
healthy,  vigorous  and  free-blooming.  The  flowers  are 
large,  very  double,  of  a rich  bright  carmine,  with  scarlet 
tones  which  do  not  fade  in  the  hottest  weather.  It  is 
quite  hardy  and  fragrant. 

FRANCIS  SCOTT  KEY  (Cook,  1914.)— An  American 
seedling,  raised  by  John  Cook.  It  is  a heavy  double  Rose 
of  great  substance.

FRANK  W.  DUNLOP  (Dunlop,  1919.)— Brilliant  dark 
pink;  free  flowering  and  an  all  round  fine  rose. 

F.  R.  PATZER  (Alex.  Dickson,  1909.) — The  color  is  creamy- 
buff,  back  of  petals  delicate  warm  pink. 

GENERAL  MacARTHUR  (Hill,  1905.)— The  shape  is 
fine;  color  brilliant  scarlet. 

GEN.  SUPERIOR  ARNOLD  JANSSEN  (Leenders, 
1912.) — Deep  glowing  carmine,  carried  erect  on  stiff  robust 
stems.  Very  free. 

GOLDEN  OPHELIA  (H.  T.)— This  is  a sturdy,  stiff- 
stemmed grower,  with  beautiful  foliage,  quite  closely 
set,  and  glossy.  The  flower  is  of  medium  size  from  a 
beautifully  formed  bud  of  bright  golden  yellow.  Profuse 
bloomer. 

GRUSS  AN  TEPLITZ  (Geshwindt,  1898.)— Bright  crim- 
son, fiery-red  center;  cup-shaped;  semi-double;  flowers  in 
clusters;  so  free  in  bloom  as  to  present  a blaze  of  scarlet.

Dickson,  1898.)— The  finest  pink 
forcing  Rose  ever  introduced.  In  coloring  it  is  especially 
beautiful. 

KILLARNEY  BRILLIANT  (A.  Dickson  &.Sons,  1914.)— 
An  improved  Killarney.  More  brilliant  in  color  and  a 
better  bloomer. 

K of  K —KITCHENER  OF  KHARTUM  (H.  T.)  (Alex. 
Dickson  & Sons,  1917.) — Flower  of  absolutely  pure  in- 
tense scarlet  color,  its  huge  petals  are  velvet  sheened, 
solid  scarlet,  throughout,  semi-single,  the  blooms  are  pro- 
duced in  great  profusion  throughout  the  season,  and  are 
deliciously  perfumed.  A rose  of  marvelous  beauty  and 
.distinctness  and  one  that  will  hold  the  highest  place  of 
admiration  wherever  it  is  grown. 

LADY  BATTERSEA  (W.  Paul,  1901.)— The  buds  are  full 
and  pointed  and  of  a beautiful  cherry-crimson,  permeated 
with  an  orange  shade. 

Dickson,  1908.)— Color  a most 
beautiful  shade  of  flesh-pink,  of  great  substance  and  good 
form. 

LA  FRANCE  (Guillot,  1867.)— The  Queen  of  all  the  Roses. 
Beautiful  bright  silvery-pink  with  pale  lilac  shading. 

LAURENT  CARLE  (Pernet  Ducher,  1907.)— Color 
brilliant  velvety  carmine.  A very  promising  variety; 
another  Rose  it  will  certainly  pay  you  to  try. 

LOUIS  PH  I LLI  PE  (China)— An  old  standby.  Velvety- 
crimson.  Abundant  bloomer. 

MME.  ABEL  CH  ATEN  AY  (Pernet  Ducher,  1895.)— 
Carmine-rose,  shaded  salmon;  long  pointed  bud. 

MME.  BUTTERFLY  (H.  T.)  (Hill,  1918.)— A sport  of 
Ophelia,  with  better  growth,  more  and  larger  flowers. 
Color  bright  pink  suffused  with  apricot  and  gold.  Good 
growth  and  habit. 

MME.  CAROLINE  TESTOUT  (Pernet  Ducher,  1890.)— 
Clear  bright  satiny-pink;  flowers  very  large  and  extremely 
showy. 

MME.  EDOUARD  HERRIOT  (Pernet  Ducher,  1913.)— 
Buds,  coral-red  shaded  with  yellow  at  the  base,  the  open 
flowers  of  medium  size,  semi-double,  of  a superb  coral-red, 
shaded  with  yellow  and  bright  rosy-scarlet,  passing  to 
shrimp-red.

— Grand  flower,  opens  orange-yellow,  changing  to 
yellow. 

MRS.  AARON  WARD  (Pernet  Ducher,  1907.) — Coppery- 
orange  in  the  open  bud,  golden-orange  when  partly  de- 
veloped, pinkish-fawn  of  lovely  shade  when  fully  open, 
when  it  looks  like  a full,  fluffy-silk  rosette.  Color  effect 
of  the  whole  flower  is  Indian-yellow.  No  wonder  every- 
body who  sees  it  falls  in  love  with  it.

It  has  no  characteristics  which  make  it 
distinct  from  Radiance  except  that  it  is  shell-pink.  Mrs. 
Chas.  Bell,  Red  Radiance  and  Radiance  offer  a range  of 
color  that  will  be  welcome,  and  there  are  no  finer  garden 
Roses  for  America  than  these  three. 

MRS.  CHAS.  LAM  PLOUGH  (H.  T.)—  An  exhibition 
bloom  of  large  size;  color  of  soft  lemon;  growth,  vigorous; 
free  flowering.  Gold  Medal  Rose  of  the  British  National 
Rose  Society. 

MRS.  CHARLES  E.  RUSSELL  (H.  T.)  (A.  Mont- 
gomery, 1913.)  Rosy  carmine  flowers  of  large  size  and 
fine  globular  form,  double  to  center  and  fragrant.  Plant 
is  sturdy  and  erect. 

MRS.  HENRY  MORSE  (H.  T.)— Bud  very  large,  long 
pointed,  flower  very  large,  high  center,  double,  fragrant, 
color  flesh-cream  ground  with  a sheen  of  bright  rose,  deeply 
impregnated  and  washed  vermillion  with  clear  vermilion 
veining  on  petals;  very  vigorous  grower,  bearing  an  abund- 
ance of  bloom. 

MRS.  H.  R.  DARLINGTON  (H.  T.)— This  is  also  a 
Gold  Medal  variety  of  the  British  N.  R.  S.  Color,  creamy- 
yellow;  both  free  and  fragrant;  very  perfect  in  form;  a 
good  grower. 

MISS  AMELIA  GUDE  (H.  T.)  (Fred  H.  Lemon  & Co.)— 
A cross  between  Cplumbia  and  Sunburst.  Bud  long, 
pointed;  flower  medium  size,  (35-40  petals) ; outer  petals 
reflexing  deep  yellow  center,  shading  to  cream;  fragrant. 
Foliage  very  handsome  dark  green.  Very  vigorous,, 
upright;  very  free  bloomer. 

MISSC.  E.  VAN  ROSSEM  (H.  T.)  (Verschuren,  1919.)— 
Flower  well  formed,  velvety  red;  fragrant.  Vigorous 
grower,  bushy. 

METEOR  (Geschwindt,  1887.) — Dark  velvety  crimson, 
shaded  maroon.  A grand  garden  Rose. 

MY  MARYLAND  (Cook,  1909.)— Color,  glowing  intense 
pink,  which  lightens  up  beautifully  as  the  flower  expands. 

OPHELIA  (W.  Paul  1912.) — Salmon-flesh,  shaded  with 
rose,  large,  and  of  perfect  shape;  pf  excellent  habit,  the 
flowers  standing  up  well  on  long,  stiff  stems  and  produced 
in  great  profusion.  Excellent  for  forcing  and  a fine  decora- 
tive variety.  Growth  vigorous.  Certainly  a glorious  Rose. 

PERLE  VON  GODESBERG  (Schneider,  1902.)— The 
Yellow  Kaiserin.  A pure  white  with  yellow  center. 


PILGRIM  (H.  T.)  (Montgomery,  1920.) — Beautiful  shade  of 
bright  rose  pink.  Bud  opens  perfectly,  is  long  and  of 
ideal  form. 

PRESIDENT  TAFT  (McCullough.  1908.)— It  is  without 
question  the  most  remarkable  of  all  pink  Roses.  It  has 
a shining,  intense  deep  pink  color  possessed  by  no  other 
Rose. 

PRESIDENT  WILSON  (H.  T.)— A delightful  shade  of 
salmon-pink,  reminding  one  of  the  grand  color' of  Willow- 
mere,  but  clearer  in  tone.  Flowers  of  large  size  and 
exhibition  quality,  freely  produced  on  erect  stems.  A 
great  Rose. 

RADIANCE  (H.  T.)  (J.  Cook,  1908.)— Brilliant  rose- 
pink  buds,  opening  to  well-formed  shining  flowers  with 
lighter  tints  on  the  reverse  of  the  petals;  globular  in  shape 
and  very  fragrant.

RED  COLUMBIA  (H.  T.)  (Scotts.)— A brilliant  scarlet- 
crimson  of  exquisite  shade,  a sport  from  Columbia;  semi- 
double, one  of  the  freest  bloomers  in  existence;  produces 
beautiful  foliage  in  profusion;  has  made  a splendid  record 
in  the  Government  Trial  Gardens  at  Washington,  D.  C. 

RED  GIANT  (H.  T.) — Good  strong  grower,  a deep  rosy- 
carmine  color,  extra  fine  rose. 

RED  LETTER  DAY  (Alex.  Dickson,  1914.)— An  exceed- 
ingly beautiful  Rose  of  infinite  grace  and  charm.  Its 
velvety,  brilliant,  glowing  scarlet-crimson  buds  and  fully 
opened  cactus-like  flowers  never  fade,  as  the  reflex  of  the 
petals  is  satiny  crimson-scarlet . Awarded  S.  G.  Medal, 
N R S 

RHEA  REID  (Hill,  1908.)— Flower  large  and  double;  rich 
dark  velvety  red;  a good  red  garden  Rose. 

RICHMOND  (Hill,  1905.) — Pure  rich  scarlet;  very  free  and 
continuous  flowering;  splendid  forcer. 

ROBIN  HOOD  (H.  T.)  (E.  G.  Hill  Co.,  1912.)— Medium- 
sized, full  blooms  of  rosy  scarlet,  becoming  crimson  to- 
ward autumn;  very  fragrant.  Plant  is  fairly  strong  and 
blooms  liberally,  with  foliage  of  more  than  average  quality. 

ROSE  MARIE  (Dorner,  1918.)— This  is  a grand  Rose  of 
the  very  highest  merit.  A rich  red  that  has  come  to  stay. 
Might  best  be  described  as  a bright  watermelon-red. 

SUNBURST  (Pernet  Ducher,  1912.)— The  color  is  orange- 
copper  or  golden-orange  and  golden-yellow;  edge  of  petals 
lighter;  all  intense  shades,  extremely  brilliant  in  effect. 
Some  call  the  color  cadmium-yellow.  It  is  the  yellowest 
of  all  Roses  in  the  everblooming  class. 

SOUVENIR  DE  LA  MALMAISON  (Bourbon.)  (Beluze, 
1843.) — Blush-white,  shaded  flesh;  large  and  very  double; 
sweetly  scented.  Especially  good. 

TIPPERARY  (McGredy,  1917.)— In  color  stands  between 
Lady  Hillingdon  and  Melody,  showing  an  attractive 
shade  of  soft  golden-yellow  in  the  bud  and  half  developed 
flower.  Its  freedom  of  flowering  and  its  habit  of  growth 
will  make  it  one  of  the  most  desirable  Roses  of  its  color. 

WELLESLEY  (Waban  Conservatories,  1905.)— The  color 
is  a beautiful  shade  of  pink,  the  outside  of  the  petals 
being  very  bright  in  color,  with  silvery  reverse. 

W.  C.  GAUNT  (Alex.  Dickson,  1916.) — Of  medium  size,  with 
pointed  buds,  with  naturally  reflexed  guard  petals  of 
brilliant  velvety  vermilion,  tipped  scarlet.  Stems  rigid, 
habit  branching,  large  oval  beech-green  foliage.  Rich 
tea  fragrance;  very  rich  in  color. 

WHITE  KILLARNEY  (Waban  Rose  Company,  1909.)— 
Benches  of  it  during  the  winter  give  the  appearance  of  a 
bank  of  snow.  It  is  pure  white  in  color,  long  in  bud,  of 
fine  form. 

WHITE  LA  FRANCE,  or  AUGUSTINE  GUINOISSEAU 

(Guinoisseau,  1889.) — Beautiful  light  fawn  color,  almost 
white;  rightly  described  as  an  almost  white  La  France. 
Extra  fine. 

WHITE  OPHELIA  (H.  T.) — Sport  of  Ophelia.  Resembles 
Ophelia,  but  stronger.  Bud  large,  ovoid;  flower  large, 
well  formed,  semi-double,  very  lasting,  borne  singly  on 
strong,  average  length  stem;  strong,  sweet  fragrance. 
Color  white,  with  slight  pink  tinge  in  center  which  dis- 
appears when  bloom  opens.  Foliage  sufficient,  leathery, 
medium  size,  rich  green.  Vigorous  upright  grower;  an 
abundant  and  continuous  bloomer. 

WILLIAM  SHEAN  (Alex.  Dickson,  1906.)— Purest  pink 
petals  shell-shaped,  four  to  five  inches  long;  flowers  of 
immense  size  and  substance  and  of  perfect  form;  free 
blooming  and  distinct.  Gold  Medal,  N.  R.  S. 

YVONNE  VAC  HE  ROT  (Soupert  & Notting,  1905.)— 
Color  porcelain-white,  strongly  marked  with  pure  pink; 
long  pointed  buds.  Awarded  the  gold  medal  at  Liege. 
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ALEXANDER  HILL  GRAY  (T.)  (A  Dickson  & Sons 
1911.) — Pale  lemon-yellow,  deepening  in  the  center  of  its 
perfectly  formed  fragrant  flowers.  Moderate  growth  and 
bloom.  One  of  the  hardiest  and  most  beautiful  Tea 
Roses;  best  in  autumn. 

BLUMENSCHMIDT  (Schmidt,  1907.)— Pure  citron-yellow; 
outer  petals  edged  tender  rose.  Winner  of  three  first 
premiums. 

BON  SILENE — The  color  is  deep  rose,  sometimes  bright 
rosy  crimson,  occasionally  pale  light  rose.  In  the  open 
ground  it  grows  to  perfection,  producing  crop  after  crop 
.of  its  beautiful  flowers  in  unbroken  continuity  from  early 
Spring  until  late  in  Autumn.  Of  all  the  Teas  there  are 
none  better. 

BRIDESMAID  (Moore,  1893.) — A grand  pink  Rose  for  all 
purposes;  not  only  a good  garden  Rose,  but  forces  well. 

CATHERINE  MERMET  (Guillot,  1869.)— Light  rosj- 
flesh  color;  large,  full  and  globular;  a charming  sort. 

DEVON  I ENSIS  (Foster,  1838.)— Creamy-white  with  blush 
center;  called  the  Magnolia  Rose. 

DUCHESS  DE  BRABANT  (Benede,  1857.)— Light  rose, 
shading  to  salmon;  very  free.  A good  grower. 

ETOILE  DE  LYON  (Guillot,  1881.)— Bright  sulphur-yel- 
low; fine  form,  large  size;  a fine  yellow  Rose. 

GENERAL  ROBERT  E.  LEE— Orange-yellow;  shaded 
white;  free. 

HELEN  GOOD  (Good  & Reese,  1906.)— The  color  is  a deli- 
cate yellow,  suffused  with  pink,  each  petal  edged  deeper; 
very  chaste  and  beautiful.  The  color,  with  its  immense 
size  and  exquisite  form,  makes  it  without  question  the 
greatest  Tea  Rose  ever  introduced. 

IVORY  (American  Rose  Co.,  1903.) — A pure  white  sport 
of  Golden  Gate;  forces  well. 

LADY  HILLINGDON  (T.)  (Lowe  & Shawyer,  1910.)— 
Buds  of  remarkable  quality  and  elegance,  of  good  size 
opening  into  handsome  flowers  of  clear  apricot-yellow. 
Plant  relatively  hardy,  of  much  vigor,  and  with  an 
autumn-blooming  habit. 

LADY  ROBERTS  (T.)  (F.  Cant  & Co.,  1902.)— Rich  red- 
dish apricot,  edges  of  petals  shaded  orange,  merging  to 
copper- red  at  the  base. 

MADAME  LOMBARD  (Lacharme,  1878.) — Bright  deep 
rose,  variable  in  color;  large,  fine  form,  good  habit;  free 
bloomer. 


MADEMOISELLE  FRANZISCA  KRUGER  (Nabonnand, 
1880.) — Variable;  sometimes  deep  golden-yellow  with 
copper  shades,  then  again  yellow  flushed  rosy-pink. 

MRS  BENJAMIN  R CANT  (Benj.  Cant,  1901.)— Color 
deep  rose;  inner  petals  soft  silveri-rose  suffused  with  buff 

MADISON  (Brandt  Hentz,  1912.) — A splendid  pure  white 
forcing  Rose.  Remember  that  “Madison”  is  a money- 
maker. 

MAM  AN  COCHET  (Cochet,  1893.) — This  is  the  famous- 
Pink  Cochet.  Light  pink  shaded  with  salmon-yellow, 
outer  petals  splashed  with  bright  rose;  extremely  large 
and  full. 

MARIE  GUILLOT  (Guillot,  1874.) — Pure  white,  with 
large  buds  and  open  flowers  that  are  as  perfect  as  a Ca- 
mellia bloom. 

MARIE  VAN  HOUTTE  (Ducher,  1871.)— Canary-yellow,, 
deeper  center,  the  border  of  the  petals  tipped  with  bright 
rose.

PAPA  GONTIER  (Nabonnand,  1883.) — Rosy-crimson;  fine 
long  bud,  most  attractive;  forces. 

SAFRANO  (Beauregard,  1879.) — Bright  apricot  color;  free 
blooming;  hardy  for  a Tea. 

SNOWFLAKE,  or  MARIE  LAMBERT  (Lambert,  1886.) 
— Medium  size,  pure  white;  free;  fine  bedder. 

SOMBREUI L (Moreau,  1850.) — Very  strong,  vigorous 
grower,  flowers  large,  full;  color  white,  shaded  delicate 
salmon. 

SOUVENIR  DE  PIERRE  NOTTING  (Soupert  & Notting, 
1901.) — Color  apricot-yellow,  blended  with  ' coppery- 
yellow;  long  bud,  opening  to  large,  full  flower.  Gold 
medal,  N.  R.  S. 

THE  BRIDE  (May,  1885.) — Pure  white,  with  tinge  of  pink 
when  planted  in  the  garden;  large,  full  and  of  most  per- 
fect form. 

THE  QUEEN  (Dingee,  1890.) — A white  sport  from  Souv. 
d’Un  Ami;  large  and  fine. 

WHITE  BOUGERE — An  elegant  pure  white  Rose. 

WHITE  MAM  AN  COCHET  (Cook,  1897.) — A sport  from 
Maman  Cochet,  with  creamy-white  flowers  faintly  tinged 
with  blush. 

WILLIAM  R.  SMITH  (Shellum,  1908.)— The  soft  blending 
of  the  salmon-pinks  and  the  rose-pinks  and  the  beautiful 
flesh  tints  in  this  Rose  give  it  a singular  resemblance  to 
the  entrancing  flush  on  a maiden’s  cheek.

CLOTHILDE  SOU  PERT  (Soupert  & Notting,  1890.)

HEART  OF  GOLD  (H.  W.)  (Originated  by  Dr.  W.  yan 
Fleet.) — R.  Wichuraiana  X R.  Moyesi.  Bud  medium  size; 
flower  medium  size,  single,  open,  lasting,  crimson  shading 
to  white  center  with  yellow  stamens,  borne  in  clusters  on 
medium  long  stems.  Foliage  abundant,  medium  size, 
rich  green,  glossy.  Vigorous  (10  feet)  trailing,  profuse 
bloomers  for  four  weeks  in  May  and  June.  Very  hardj . 

HIAWATHA  (Walsh,  1905.)  (H.  W.)— Its  flowers  are  about 
one  and  one-half  inches  across,  and  produced  in  long, 
pendulous  sprays,  with  frequently  from  forty  to  fifty 
flowers  on  a spray.

SHOWER  OF  GOLD  (Paul  & Son,  1910.)  (H.  W.)— The 
color  is  a deep  golden-yellow,  with  orange  shadings  in  the 
center.  This  fills  the  ‘‘long  felt  want”  for  a “Yellow 
Rambler.” 

SILVER  MOON  (Henderson,  1910.)  (H.  W.)— Flowers 
very  large,  four  and  one-half  inches  and  over  in  diameter.

HUGH  DICKSON  (Hugh  Dickson,  1904.)— Color  brilliant 
crimson  shaded  scarlet;  large  and  fine  form,  opening  well 
in  all  weathers.  Very  sweetly  scented. 

J.  B.  CLARK  (Hugh  Dickson,  1905.) — The  color  is  unique 
among  Roses,  being  deep  scarlet  shaded  blackish-crimson, 
with  rich  bloom  like  a plum;  flowers  are  large  and  beauti- 
fully formed.  Awarded  the  gold  medal,  N.  R.  S. 

MADAME  CHARLES  WOOD  (E.  Verdier,  1881.)— 
Bright  cherry-red;  extremely  free  bloomer.  A grand 
garden  Rose.  This  is  the  same  Rose  as  Dinsmore. 

MADAME  MASSON  (Masson,  1856.); — This  is  a glorious 
Rose.  The  flower  is  of  the  largest  size.  Color  bright, 
brilliant  red. 

MADAME  PLANTIER— This  is  the  iron-clad  white 

cemetery  Rose. 

MAGNA  CHARTA  (W.  Paul,  1876.) — Bright  rose,  very 
large  and  double,  good  form  and  fragrant;  extra. 

MARSHALL  P.  WILDER  (Ellwanger,  1884.)— A great 
many  persons  will  not  give  up  the  contention  that  this  is 
the  ne  plus  ultra  in  red  Roses.  Deep,  rich  glowing  red. 

MRS.  JOHN  LAING  (Bennett,  1887.)— Color  clear 
bright,  shining  pink;  exquisitely  shaded.  Awarded  gold 
medal,  N.  R.  S. 

PAUL  NEYRON  (Levet,  1869.) — Deep  rose;  flowers  of 
immense  size;  indeed  many  claim  this  to  be  the  largest 
Rose  grown. 

PRINCE  CAMILLE  DE  ROHAN  (E.  Verdier,  1861.)— 
Deep  velvety  crimson-maroon,  full  and  of  good  form  and 
perhaps  the  best  of  all  the  hardy  dark  Roses. 

ULRICH  BRUNNER  (Levet,  1881.)— Cherry-red,  of 
immense  size,  fine  form  and  most  effective  in  the  garden. 
VICKS  CAPRICE — The  striped  Rose.  Pale  lilac  pink, 
striped  distinctly  with  old  rose.  The  most  valuable  of 
all  striped  roses. 

Moss  Roses 

These  are  probably  a sport  of  the  Cabbage  Rose.  The 
origin  of  the  double  Moss  Rose  is  left  to  conjecture.  They 
have  always  been  favorites,  for  what  can  be  more  elegant 
than  the  bud  of  the  Moss  Rose  and  more  delicious  than  its 
fragrance.  Perfectly  hardy. 

ELIZABETH  ROWE  (Rowe,  1866.)— This  is  an  old  favor- 
ite with  its  large  deep  pink  buds  well  mossed.  A beauty. 


HENRI  MARTIN  (Portner,  1863.) — Large,  full  flower  of 
deep  red;  well  mossed;  fragrant. 

MOUSSELINE  (Robert  and  Moreau,  1881.) — Pure  white 
flower  buds  heavily  and  beautifully  mossed. 

PRINCESS  ADELAIDE  (Laffay,  1845.)— Deep  blush- 
pink  with  buos  that  are  thoroughly  mossed. 


Wichiiraianas 

WICHURAI ANA,  or  MEMORIAL  ROSE  (Dr.  Wichura,  of 
Japan,  1886.)  (W.) — It  is  difficult  to  conceive  anything 
more  appropriate,  beautiful  and  enduring  for  covering 
graves  and  plots  in  cemeteries  than  the  Hardy  Memorial 
Rose.  It  creeps  along  the  ground  as  closely  as  an  Ivy. 
The  flowers  are  produced  in  lavish  profusion  in  July. 
They  are  single,  pure  white,  with  a golden-yellow  disc, 
five  to  six  inches  in  circumference.  It  is  also  immensely 
valuable  as  a Climbing  Rose,  covering  arches,  fences,  etc. 


Banksias 

WHITE  BANKSIA,  or  LADY  BANKS  (Keer,  1807.) 
(L.  B.) — A vigorous  grower,  in  California,  growing  to 
the  top  of  tall  trees  and  completely  enveloping  the  entire 
tree;  small  double,  pure  white  flowers  in  clusters,  with 
true  violet  fragrance.  Indeed,  if  one  were  blindfolded, 
he  could  not  detect  the  odor  from  Violets.  Very  desirable. 

YELLOW  BANKSIA,  or  LADY  BANKS  (Damper, 
1827.)  (L.  B.) — Same  as  White  Banksia,  except  color  of 

bloom  is  sulphur-yellow.  Has  the  same  delicious  Violet 
fragrance. 


Cherokee  or  Laevigata 

AMOENA,  The  Pink  Flowering  Cherokee  Rose  (Hocke- 
bridge,  1909.)  (L.) — The  flowers  are  the  same  as  the  White 
Flowering  Cherokee,  except  that  the  color  is  a glowing 
pink  with  a golden  yellow  center.  Resembles  huge  apple 
blossoms. 

LAEVIGATA,  The  Single  White  Cherokee  Rose  (Lind- 

ley,  1820.)  (L.) — This  is  the  famous  Cherokee  Rose  so 
well  known  in  California.  Large,  pure  white  flowers 
with  center  filled  with  golden-yellow  anthers. 


Rugosas 

CONRAD  FERDINAND  MEYER  (Froebel,  1900.)— This
